has founded at Bologna un Academy of Painting, 

Sculpture, Archite€@ture, Gc. and obtain’d from 
the Senate of that City a Settled Revenue, to be divi- 
ded into feveral Penfions for the Members of the Aca- 
demy.Their firft Aflembly was made thisYear on the 2d of 
January. All the Nobility of that Town, and other 
Perfons of Note, were prefentatit; and Count Mar. 
fieli difplay’d feveralMarbles,Brafs-Monuments,and other 
Anticks, which he has prefented to the Academy, to 
ferve Young People for Models. This Academy is cal- 
led Academia Clementina , and has been Authorized by 
an Apoftolical Brief. 

That General intends to Eftablith feveral other Aca- 
demies, wherein the Noble Sciences will be taught. 
He has prefented his Library and his Cabinet of Curtofi- 
ties to che Senate of Bologna , in hopes that they will fa- 
vour his Defign. Thofe Curiofities will be placed ina 
Methodical Order, which is to be call'd Inftitutio Marfig- 
liana ; and they'll take up Seven Rooms.

The Firft is defign’d for Teaching that Part of Ma- 
thematicks, which concerns the Are of War. It will 
be adorn’d with Sixty Models of different Fortifications, 
and feveral Models of Pieces of Artillery , with their 
Dependencies. 

The Second will be the Obfervatory , provided with 
many Aftronomical Inftruments of feveral Sizes. Each 
of thofe Rooms is to have a Dire€&tor : One of ’em will 
teach the Art of Fortifying Places; and the other is to 
dire& Aftronomical Obfervations. 

The Third will ferve for Experiments; and the 
Fourth, to Keep Natural Curiofities. Thofe Two Rooms 
will have but One Dire&tor, who is to make Experi- 
ments and Lemonftrations. 

The Fifth Room will be fall of Ancient Monuments 
concerning Erudition : And the Sixth, will be the Li- 
brary. Thofe Two Rooms will have but One Dire€or , 
who is to perform the Fun&tion of Library-Keeper and 
Antiquary. 
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_ The Seventh, is the Academy of Painting , abo 
mention’d: It is perfectly fertled ; and Butrclles ara 
pemens ~ on Set Days.

AN ACCOUNT of a Difcourfe 
concerning Spiders, made by M. Bon in 
the Affembly of the Royal Society of 
Sciences at Montpellier. 


BON, Prefident of the Court of Aids, and 
« Member of the Royal Society of Sciences at 
Montpellier, having praifed in a few Words M. de Bafvile, 
who had made an Ingenious Difeourfe concerning the 
Ufefulnefs of Sciences, entertain’d the Society , and the 
late Affetmbly of the States of Langacdoe, who affifted 
at their Meeting, with a Difcovery concerning Spiders, 
Thofe little Animals, faid he , afford a Silk, fir fbr the 
fame Ufe, and much more plentiful than that of Silk. 
Worms. The latter, continued he, lay but Fifty Eggs, 
whereas Spiders lay Four hundred. *Tis true, one Half 
of their Eggs is loft, by reafon of their Smalinefs ; and 
the Making of their Silk takes up Two Years: But fup- 
poling their Eggs were reduced to a Hundred, it will 
follow, that they produce twice as much as Sil. Worms, 
Their Silk is a great deal finer. The Duke of Nosites 
order’d fome to be fpun , to make a Pair of Stockings, 
which he preferred to the Dutchefs of Barguady. Thar 
Princets, and the whole Court, edmired the Finenefs of 
thofe Stockings ; and every body owned, that no Silk 
cou'd be finer. M. 81 {poke only of fath Spiders'as 
= "8 a and in the f ields, thre largeft whereof are 
the beft. |

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; Silk is not the only Advantage thofe little Animals af- 
ford; and M. Bonhas carried his Enquiries farther. 
particular Care has been taken to make an exact Analyfis 


of thofe Spiders, and to difcover all their Properties :.. 


And it has been found, that they may afford a Water, 
which has Admirable Virtues. ‘ Thefe Drops, faid M. 
“pon, will be gocd for the Gravel and Retention of U- 
“rine: They will ftrengthen the Lungs; and it a a 
‘« pears by Experiments, that they will be as good for the 
“ Apoplexy as the famous Carmelites Water. Being 
“ tried upon T wo Paraliticks and One Epileptick , they 
“ were found proper to Cure thofe Diftempers. People 
“ troubled with the Cholick, will be eafed by them, if 
‘« they follow the Regimen prefcrib’d in a Differtation 
which a Phyfician, who is a Member of the Royal 
“ Society, is to publifh upon this Subje&. Thefe Drops 
“ purify the Blood, and make it Circulate : They 
‘* ftrengthen the Stomach, and help the Digeftion. Thote 
“ who are troubled with Violent Head-Achs , will be 
‘“ immediately eafed. In fhort, to recommend thefe 
““ Drops, I need only fay, that they Operate with the 
“© fame Succefs, and in as little Time as the King’s Drops. 
M. Bon cali'd them the Drops of Montpelier; and the 
begin to go by that Name. He concluded his Difcourfe 
with Congratulating his Brethren upon this Noble Dif- 
covery made at the Birth of their Society; and added, 
That it raifed in him a great Expeftation , from the La- 
bours of the Learned Perfons, who make up that Illu. 
ftrious Body.

THE CHARACTER of COE- 
LIUS AURELIANUS, am 
Ancient Phyfician of the Sect of the Me- 
thodifis ; with an Account of the Method 
pratticd by thofe Phyficians. 


OELIUS AURELIANUS, call'd by fome 
Lucius Celius Arianus, was a Native of Sicca,a Town 
fituated in the furtheft Parte of Numidia. The Time 
when he flourifh’d is not exa&ly known. ’*Tis ,generally 
thought he lived fome Years before Galen. The Reafon 
alledged for it, is, That if he had lived in or after Galen's 
Time, he would have quoted him ; for he mentions fe- 
veral other Phyficians , that were not fo Famous. He 
takes notice of Themifo, and Afclepiades, who lived under 
the Roman Emperors : From whence fome infer, that he 
flourifh’d fome time before Galen, or that if he was his 
Contemporary, he knew him not. The Eight Books of 
Celius Aurelianus,de Morbis acutis © chronics,contain fo na- 
tural and fo compleat an Hittory of Diftempers, that 
there is hardly any other Work written upon this Sub- 
ject with greater Judgment and Exatnefs. This Per- 
formance, which can never be too much commended, 
was only known to fome few Phyficians , before it was 
reprinted laft Year at Amfterdam. The Author has a man- 
ly and agreeable Style, and dilcovers a found and judici- 
ous Critick in all his Reflexions upon the Errors of the 
Ancients. He fhews a perfect Knowledge of the Phyfi- 
cians of all Se&s ; and were it not for him, we fhould be 
sgnorent of the Opinions of aor Authors quoted in his 
ritings. Of all the dogmatical Phyficians, he efteem’d 
Soranus moft, as it plainly appears from the Preface, pre- 
fix’d to his Treatife of Chronical Difeafes , wherein he 
fays he will follow the Method that was obferved by that 
Phyfician, when he treated of the fame Subje&. ’Tis 
pity we have loft feveral Pieces of this excellent Author, 
and among others, his Treatifes concerning the Difeafes 
of Women, and Medicaments. 

The Character peculiar to Calius is to defcribe a Di- 
feafe from its beginning to its end, to reprefent it with 
fuch lively Colours, that any one may have a diftin& No- 
tion of it, and to mention with great Accuracy all the 
Circumftances relating to its Cure. He is extremely care- 
ful to confult the eafe of fick Perfons , and to procure 
them whatever may help their Recovery. He is almoft 
inimitable in this refpect. He takes fo much care not

to venture upon any thing, which might endanger the 
Life of Sick People, that if one may blame him, ‘tis on- 
ly for not being fo fenfible as he fhou’d be, of the ill 
Confequences of the oppofite Extremity. This was a 
common Fault among the Methodical Vhyficians ; and 
therefore they never ufed any violent Remedy. 

They have been call’d Methoaifts, becaufe they brought 
under certain Heads, ina Methodical Order, all the Dif- 
eafes incident to Human Bodies, according to the Ana- 
logy that appear’d to be among them, from Obfervation, 
both with Refpe& to their Nature, and the Remedies 
proper for them : So that Phyfick, in their Opinion, was 
only the Ait of difcovering what is common to all Dif- 
eafes; and therefore they took care not to define them,and 
rather chofe to defcribe em. Though they neglected not 
Anatomy, they believed that when a part of the Body 
was diforder’d, there was no need of applying one’s felt 
fcrupuloufly to the Examination of that Part, becaufe the 
beft way to cure it, was to take Care of the whole Bedy 
in general, with a due Regard to the Part affected. 

As for the immediate Caufes of Difeafes , they inge- 
nuoufly confeft their Ignorance of "em. They hardly 
minded Spirits andHumours ; and afcribed all Diftempers 
to the Contraétion or Relaxation of the Fibres of the fo- 
lid Parts. According to this Principle, they divided Dif: 
eafes into Two forts ; viz. of Contra@ion and Relaxation. 
However, they believed that fometimes one Part might 
be diforder’d by Contraction, and the other by Relaxati- 
on ; as when the Frenzy is attended with a Diarrhea. This 
Syftem, which had been a long time buried in Oblivion, 
begins to revive more than ever, and feveral Modern 
Authors have writ in its Vindication ; but every body 
does not underftand it. 

The Methodists ufed none but general Remedies: They 
rejected the Specifick ; and urelianus laughs at thofe, 
who gave any creditto them. The firft Care of thofe 
Phyficians, was to prefcribe what was to be done with 
refpect to External Things , according to the Maxim of 
Hippocrates in his firft Aphorifm ; that is, They enquired 
into the Situation of the Room in which the Sick Per- 
fon was to be placed, how he was to lie, and what fort of 
Air was beft for him. In the next place they examin’d 
what fort of Diet was moft proper, if the fick Perfon 
wanted it. ‘hey carefully obferved which way Nature 
inclined; and when they perceiv’d there was occafion for 
violent Remedies, they feldom ufed any before the fourth 
Day ; during which time, they expected the firft Crudi- 
ties wou'd be fomewhat corrected ; and they help’d the 
Concoétion by retrenching the Diet, and by Fridions, 
Fermentations, Unttions, Oc. and then prefcribed Bleed- 
ing, if it was neceflary,and order’d moft Parts of the Bo- 
dy to be fucceflively cupp’d. The Cupping was fome- 
times dry, and fometimes perform’d with Scarilications, 
or Leeches. Their general Remedies to cure the Con- 
traction of the Fibres, confifted in placing the fick Per. 
fon in a warm and clear Air ; in takingcare he fhou’d lie 
foft, and frequently wath his Mouth with warm Water, 
or tweet Oyl ; in making him Faft , and lie awake ; in 
applying emollient Poultices, and prefcribing Bathing, 
= and Vomits, but particularly fome bodily Exer- 
cifes. 

As for the Remedies proper to contraét the Fibres, they 
thought none could be more effectual than breathing a 
coid and dark Air, lying on a hard Bed, wafhing one’s 
Mouth with Water and Vinegar, anointing with the Juice 
of Plantain, Purflane, Sempervivum, and other cold Herbs, 
mixing one’s Diet with Barley-Meal, eating a Toaft 
ae in Vinegar, fleeping and refting. 

hey feldom prefcribed any Purges, except for the 
Dropfy : They did not much approve of Diureticks and 
Sudorificks: They never recommended Acrimonious and 
Sharp Glifters , and were againft letting much Blood, and 
bleeding in the Tongue. For Tumours ( fo they call’d 
all manner of Inflamations,) they ufed firft of all lighe 
Aftringents: And then, when the Tumour was come co 
its height, they had recourfe to Lenitives and relaxing Re- 
medies. Towards the decline , they made ufe of Emol- 
lients ; and when the Symptoms were over, they applied 
ftrengthening Remedies , and caufed the fick Perfor ro 
exercife his Body by feveral Motions, that by this means 
the whole Mafs of his Blood might be purified, and he 
might get, as it were, anew Body, without which they 
did not believe he could be fo perte&tly cured, as not co 
be 
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When fick People fweated too 

plentifully , they puc Chalk , or Allum-duft, and fome 

other Aftringents of the fame Nature, upon their Skin. 
Such was in general the Praétice of the Methodi/ts, and 


be afraid of a Relapfe. 


of Anrelianus, as it appears by his Books. His Work is 
divided into Two Parts : In the firft, He treats of Acute 
Difeafes ; that is, of thofe fhort and violent Difeafes, of 
which People recover or die¢in a few Days. The Se- 
cond concerns Chronical Difeafes ; that is , rhofe whofe 
Symptoms are not fo violent ; but their long Continuati- 
on proceeds from a more obftinate Caufe, which often 
puzzles the ableft Phyficians. He begins with the Di- 
{tempers of the Head, and proceeds to the Examination 
of ali other Difeafes, according to the Order of the fe- 
veral Parts of the Body. 

This Work was printed by RowiZe at Lyons, inthe Year 
1567. and never Reprinted fince, till the Year 1709, at 
Amfterdam. This new Edition has been publifh’d from 
that of RouiZe, as being the moft corre&. The Editor 
has alfo confulted thofe of Colinet, and Henricus Petri, and 
added the Notes that are in all chofe Editions. Some af- 
cribe thofe Notes to Dalechampius : but becaufe they are 
not all of a Piece, fome being Learned and Judicious, 
and others hardly confiftent with common Sente ; ’tis the 


Opinion of many that they were written by feveral 
Hands.

A PROJECT of a New Collettion of 


Councils, lately publifh'd at Paris in 120. 
Pagg. 12. 


T W O Reflexions have induced the Author to under- 

take this Work. He has obferved, 1. That in all 
the Editions of Councils that are extant, one Half of 
them has been left out. 2. That fuch Canons only have 
been explain’d, that cou’d eafily be underftood ; and that 
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thofe which are ‘almoft unintelligible , havé not been 
touch’d upon. The Author will avoid thefe Faults in his 
Edition, which he defigns to publifh according to this 
Plan. 1, He will infere the Canons of the, Councils, 
with a Paraphrafe, in Imitation of Zonaras; becaufe ’tis 
the right Way to make them intelligible. 2. He willadd 
a Critical, Dogmatical and Hiftorical Glofs.., 3. He will 
compare them one with another , to thew wherein they 
differ, and wherein they agree. 4. He will fometimes 
enquire into the Reafons, that occafion’d them. 5. He'll 
take Care to obferve, whether thofe Canons are ftill ia 
Force ; and whether they are received in France. 

There being many Queftions , that have an Effential 
Relation with this Work, tho’ they make no Part of ir, 
the Author will treat of them in feveral Pro/egomena. 
His General Prolegomena , as he calls them, will be p.e- 
fix’d to the whole Work , and confift of Five Differtati- 
ons. Inthe Two firft, he will affert the Infallibiliry 
of Univerfal Councils. Inthe Third , he will enquire, 
Whether the Pope is above General Councils ; or whe- 
ther General Councils are above the Pope ? In che 
Fourth, he will explain the Right which the Popes 
claim to Confirm Councils: And in the Fifth, whofe 
Right it is to Call them. 

The Particular Prolegomena will be prefixed to each 
Century ; and contain feveral Critical, Hiftorical, and 
Dogmatical Differtations ; the Reading of which will 
immediately fhew what Queftions and Do&trines wanted 
to be clear’d. In the next place, the Reader will find 
the Councils that have been held in each Century ; and 
each Council will be inferted according to the Order of 
Time. The Author will add thofe Epiftles and Decre- 
tals of Popes and Bifhops, thar are ftill in Force. 

This being a Large Work, the Author will only pub- 
lifh one Volume at one time ; and the Firft will come 
out four or five Months hence, at fartheft. In the mean 
time, he will fhortly publith the Hiftory of the Twenty 
General Councils, for the Satisfaction of thofe who are 
not willing to dive into the Bottom of that Study.

M HEC QUET has newly publifh’d a Second E- 
e dition of his Treatife concerning Difpenfations in 
Lent, &c. [The whole Title of this Book may be feen in Page 
29 of thefe Memoirs.] This new Edition has been cor- 
rected and enlarged by the Author. He had quoted thefe 
Verfes of Horace, 

Parentis olim ff quis impia manu 

Senile guttur fregerit, 

Edet cicutis alium nocentius : 
to fhew that informer Times the moft profligate Male- 
fagtors were condemn’d to live upon Garlick. ‘This Fault 
has been mended in the New Edition. 

His Principal Additions concern Sea-Ducks and Tobacco. 
M. Hecquet throughly examines the Nature of Amphibi- 
ous Animals, and particularly Sea-Ducks. He confutes, 
after feveral Authors, all the abfurd and impertinent Sto- 
ries that have been publifh’d concerning the Produftion 
of Sea-Ducks, to make People believe that they are of a 
different Kind from that of Birds ; and maintains, that 
the ufe of em ought not to be allowed in Lent. 

The Second Addition I am to {peak of , concerns this 
Important Queftion, Whether the taking of Tobacco is in- 
confsftent with Fafting ? He pretends that fince Tobacco, 
which way foever it be taken, works only by its vo- 
latil Particles, the Queftion comes to this , Whether Faft- 
ing is inconfiftent with taking any thing that is Vaporous ? 
This, fays M, Hecquet , is undeniable for feveral Reafons. 
1. Becaufe the Jews and Turks don’t ufe Perfumes and O. 
dours on Fafting Days. 2. Becaufe Odours may be nou- 
rifhing, as it ought to be inferr’d from what Pliny fays of 
fome Indian Nations , that live only upon Odoars ; from 
what is Recorded of Democritus, who lived Three Days 
by breathing only the Vapours of bot Loaves ; and from what 
we read of fome others , who kept themfelves alive only 
by the Smell of Honey. 

If the Lovers of Tobacco fay that they take it asa Re- 
medy. M. Hecquet anfwers, That a thing which turns 
into a Habit, can’t be accounted a Remedy ; and that 
Tobacco fhou'd be taken upon Faft-days, ata fet time, 


and immediately before Meals, becaufe this way of taking 
it wou'd not be inconfittent with Fafting. If it be ob- 
je€ted to the Author, that the taking of Tobacco ought 
to be look’d upon as a meer Pleafure and Amufement ; 
his Anfwer is, That whatever is ufed only as an Amufement 
and a Pleafure , cannot confit with Fafling : ’Tis yielding to 
new Delights, at atime when old Lufis fhou'd be curbed. 

Not to mention the Inconveniences of Smoaking and 
Chewing Tobacco, mention’d by M. Hecquet, I fhall on- 
ly obferve that, if we may believe him, Snuff is very per- 
nicious. It deftroys Smelling, caufes Apoplexies 
and Frenzies, weakens the Memory and the Sight, 
hardens Hearing, dries up the Brain, draws on old Age 
before its Time , Gc. But above all , Boys oughe 
not to take Snuff, becaufe it will hinder ‘em from getting 
Children; nor young Maids, becaufe ic will make them 
Barren, or fubjeSt to Vapours, Mifcarriages, Ove. 

There is ftill another Inconvenience that concerns the 
fair Sex, for whom M. Hecquet exprefles a very Nice Re- 
fpe&t. “ ’Tisa general Cuftom, fays he, to give Snuff 
“ to all Comers. A Snuff-Box isakind of a Publick 
“ Right, which every Body claims. But isthis Frees 
“* dom confiftent with the Refpe& due to the Fair Sex ? 
** Can a Man take Snuff from the Hands, and in the 
“* Prefence of a Lady , without being wanting to his 
“ Duty ? I know this is accounted Politenefs and good 
FS a : But are not Men allowed too great a Liber- 
“ ty? Isfuch a Freedom perfe&tly confiftent with the 
“ Rules of Modefty ?” It will not be improper to fet 
Pate M. Hecquet’s own Words , as a Specimen of his 

tyle.

This Work runs upon aSubje&, which has not been 
hitherto fully treated of. Many Latin, Italian, Spanifh 
and Freich Authors , have writ concerning Gardening ; 
but they hardly fay any thing aboue Neat Gardens, Two 
or three French Writers have lightly touch’d upon it : 
Orhers, who have writ concerning Agriculture, teach 
only the pruning of Fruirt-Trees, the Culture of Kitchin- 
Gardens, the way of raifing Orange- Trees, cc. Coun. 
try-Hysbandry, the Duty of a good Farmer, end what 
relates to Vineyards and Vintage , Gc. 

But this Work fuppoles a Rich and Curious Man, who 
is willing to be at the neceflary Charges, to have a fine 
Garden. The Au hor fhews him, in the firft Place, 
what Ground he muft pitchupon, and by Degrees enables 
him to carry his Delign to Perfection. He gives him 
the neceflary Inftruétions to prevent being cheat- 
ed by Country-People , andthe Workmen he employs. 
He teaches him how to Plant and Raife Trees; how 
to make Spouting Fountains, Terrafles, and Stairs; and 
particularly how to have a good Tafte, with refpect to 
the General Difpofition of aGarden : To this End, he 
has inferted Twenty five Cuts neatly engraved. The Au-

and well-contriv'd Defigns. 

The SecondPart takes in the whole Praétice of Garden. 
ing ; that is, what is moft Neceflary, and what had nor 
bee Publith’d yet; fuch asthe way of making a Piece of 
Ground even, or floping , raifing it up into Terraffes, 
and tracing upon it all forts of Defigns without excepr- 
ing the moft Difficult. The Author's Precepts are 
grounded upon Geometrical Principles , and proved by- 
many Experiments. In the next Place , he fhews how 
to Plant and Raife all the Trees, that are fit for a neat 
Garden ; how to find out, and convey Waters, and how 
to make Fountains, Cafcades, ce. 

The Author fays that this Book was the only thing 
wanting to perfect Agriculture and Gardening. What 
concerns Fruits, Herbs, Flowers, and Rural Husbandry, 
has been fufficiently treated of ; but no body had enlarged 
upon Neat or F.ne Gardens. This Work is the more Va- 
luable, becaufe the Author is perfe€tly qualified to write

‘Thofe Articles are 
much fhorter than the Remarks; and contain only the 
Subftance of what is to be Known concerning the Per- 
fons or Things, mention’d by the Author. But his Re. 
marks are larger, and much more inftruétive. 

This Commentary is full of Critical and Choice Obfer- 
vations, Curiows Enquiries, and Hiftorical, Philofoph‘cal, and 
Political Riflexions. It contains a great Number of Curi« 
ous Falts : In Short, it affords fo great and fo pleafing a 
Variety, that all Sorts of Readers, whether Learned or 
Unlearned, may be equally inftruéted and entertain’d.

The Engtifh Tranflation of this Di&ionary, latel 
lifh’d , has been made from the Second Edition. = 
much enlarged by the Author himfelf;_ who took Care 
at the fame time to leave out fome Things, that were li- 
able to Cenfure. This Tranflation has ne very care. 
fully Revifed , and Compared with the Original: The 
Author fent feveral Additions and Correétions to the Un« 
dertakers, which have been inferted in their proper Pla- 
ces, and were never printed in either of the French 
Editions. 

This Di&tionary being a very Ufeful and Entertaining 
Repertory, a Curious Man, who is not Mafter of the 
French Language, can hardly be without the Tranfla- 
tion.
